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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of claims 19,23-29,31 under 35 
USC 102(b) and 103(a) as being anticipated by / obvious over Azumendi is maintained. Both instant invention and GB 2315672 teach the 
same active step of administering a chaotropic agent (Kl or Nal) to a mammal for the treatment of a prion disease such as BSE or CJD. 
The broadest interpretation of the claims is that the chaotropic agent is administered to treat said prion diseases and that this treatment 
with the chaotropic agent would further induce hyperthermia. Therefore regardless of what the specification may reveal, the broadest 
interpetation of the claims is that the administration of the chaotropic agent treats prion diseases and induce hyperthermia. The rejection 
of claims 19,21-35 under 35 USC. 112, 1st paragraph and rejection of claims 19,22-25,27-29 under 102(e) and 103(a) as being anticipated 
by / obvious over Kaddurah-Daouk are withdrawn. Applicants are correct in that guanidioacetate is not a guanidine salt.
